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DEAN  WILLIAMS 


Darryl  M.  Williams,  M.D.,  is  the  fifth  physician  to  serve  as  Dean  of  the  Louisiana  State  University  School 
of  Medicine  in  Shreveport  since  its  authorization  by  the  Louisiana  Legislature  in  1965. 

Dean  Williams  assumed  the  deanship  on  September  1,  1986,  bringing  to  his  office  a  strong  background 
in  both  the  practice  and  administration  of  academic  medicine  at  the  School  of  Medicine  in  Shreveport. 

A  professor  of  internal  medicine,  Dean  Williams  is  board  certified  in  both  internal  medicine  and 
hematology.  He  joined  the  faculty  of  the  School  of  Medicine  in  Shreveport  in  1977  as  Chief  of  the  Section 
of  Hematology/Oncology,  and  held  that  post  until  1985.  Dean  Williams  maintains  an  active  clinical 
practice. 

Dean  Williams  served  as  Assistant  Dean  for  Research  Affairs  then  Associate  Dean  for  Academic  Affairs 
before  being  named  Acting  Dean  in  September  1985.  Following  an  extensive  national  search,  he  was 
recommended  as  Dean. 

During  his  tenure  Dean  Williams  has  worked  closely  with  the  Curriculum  Committee  and  medical 
school  departments  to  assure  that  the  educational  environment  of  the  School  of  Medicine  in  Shreveport 
reflects  the  changing  climate  of  medical  education. 

A  concomitant  priority  of  his  deanship  has  been  to  attract  faculty  with  national  research  reputations  to 
enhance  educational  excellence  for  medical  students.

During  the  past  year  students,  faculty,  and  staff  of  LSGMC-S  lost  a  dear  friend.  Mayo  Drake,  Director  of  the 
Medical  Library  and  Professor  of  Medical  Library  Science,  died  on  December  21,  1986,  following  a  long  illness. 

Mr.  Drake  was  a  native  of  Tallahassee  and  spent  his  early  professional  life  in  Florida.  He  came  to  Shreveport  in 
1968  as  one  of  the  earliest  faculty  members  recruited  by  Dr.  Edgar  Hull  for  the  new  LSCJ  School  of  Medicine.  The 
Library  at  that  time  consisted  of  assigned  space  in  the  basement  of  the  Veterans  Administration  Hospital  and  had 
no  books.  Mr.  Drake  became  actively  involved  in  collecting  library  materials  from  individuals  and  institutions 
throughout  the  country,  acquiring  many  books  as  gifts  to  supplement  those  purchased  with  State  funds,  in  order  to 
build  a  Library  to  support  the  educational,  research,  and  patient  care  programs  of  the  Medical  Center.  Under  his 
direction  the  Library  has  since  grown  to  over  90,000  volumes,  a  collection  comparable  to  those  of  older  medical 
schools  and  one  justifying  the  Library's  active  pariticpation  in  local,  regional,  and  national  networks. 

We  share  a  responsibility  to  preserve,  to  maintain,  and  to  continue  to  build  upon  this  valuable  heritage  which 
was  so  carefully  founded  by  one  completely  devoted  to  this  institution  and  its  objectives.  The  Library  operates  in 
accord  with  the  standards,  patterns  of  service,  and  cooperative  effort  so  well  demonstrated  by  Mr.  Drake,  and  the 
staff  is  dedicated  to  continue  in  his  tradition. 

The  Mayo  Drake  Memorial  Fund  has  been  established  in  his  memory.
